A man who his been in bed for | 
19 years was brought to the Assize 
Court at Lewes and sentenced to 
six months! imprisonment in ‘the 
second division, He was Frederick 
George Tebbutt, 53, of Ranclagh- 
terrace, Hove. Last Atigust, at a 
police court held in his bedroom, 
he was committed for-trial on two 
charges of obtaining credit while | 
anundischarged baakrupt. 

*Tebbatt was conveyed to‘ court 
in’ a) Red Cross motoreume 
bulance. In the ambulance he 
was on a stretcher and was wears 
ing a mauve dressing-gown and 
long woollen stockings. He was 


wrapped ia blankets, and his 
head was in 2 heavy white 
woollen shaw!. He wore kid gloves. 

A crowd watched him’ being 
carried up the steps of the County 
Hall by his son and & policeman. 


ON SOLICITORS’ TABLE. 


—He was conveyed inte court, and 
the stretcher was placed on the 
solicitors’ table between the Bench 


‘| and the barristers’ scats. 


Weighing only five stone, Teb- 
butt was extremely pale and par 
tially bald, and he lay with his 
eyes shut, When charged he 
replied “Guilty” in a whisper. 

Mr. St. John Morrow (for the 
prosecution) svid Tebbutt had 
twice been adjudic ited a bankrupt. 
Nether bankruptcy hid beea dis- 
charged, 

Detective-Tasnector Adlam, of 
Hove, s3zid Tehbutt was formerly 
an ironmonger at Northampton. 
He was married and had two sons 
and two daughters, There was a 
large nu nber of complaints against 
him of obtaining credit, chiefly in 
the Midlands, the goods ranging 
from clothes to champagae' and 
chicken and books. Since ‘his’ 
committal for trial he had sent out 
a large.number of begging letters. 

CUNNING LETTERS. 


Mr. Justice Avory, addressing 
Tebbutt (who opened his eyes and 
turned his head ia the direction of 
the judge), said he had succeeded 
for a considerable time in avoiding 
what he must-have known was the 
inevitable result of his conduct. 
His letters displayed coasiderable 
cuaning and were written’ on 
notepaper headed “Audaces for- 
turna juvat™ [2 variation of Virgil's 
“Audentes fortuna juvat,” “Fortwie 
favours the daritg”']. ; 

As Tebbutt-was carricd from the 
Colirt he raised his hand and- 

‘in a feeble voice: “Don’t, my 
lord; my lord; it will kill me.” 

Later he was conveyed in motor- 
auvbulance to Pentonville Prison. 

There he will be' treated as a 
hospital patient and will live on 
special diet ordered by the prison 
doctor. If his condition in hospital 
warrants it he will be given 
champagne and chicken, and he 
will live as aay ordinary hospital 
paticat would outside, Fish, eggs, 
and milk are expected to form the 
major prt of his diet. :

STEEPLECHASERS' NEEDS, 


#:SUGGESTIONS TO MAKE 
PERMANENT COURSE. 


— 


MR, C. C, BOYD'S VIEWs. 


In view of the present circumst- 
unces whereby the Jockey Club, to 
please certain owners, includes 
jump races in its list of fixtures al- 
though ‘ neither steeple-chase nor 
hurdle course is available for 
schooling, an interview was sought 
with Mr. G, C. Boyd In.the full ex- 
pectation that he would be able to 
suggest an efficient remedy. , 

Mr. Boyd, as most China Mail 
readers are doubtless aware, has, 
had many years experience with 
the China pony “between the 
flags,” having ridden in close on 
60 steeplechases in China alone. 

Mr, Boyd's views, therefore are 
of special value, being those of an 
expeit. . 

At the opening of the interview, 
tthe China Mail man asked Mr. 
Boyd whether, as a steward of the 
Hongkong Jockey Club, he was in 
favour of. including hurdle races in 
the programme in view of the fact 
that it was next to impossible for 
riders or ponies to undergo siiffici- 
ent schooling except in the actual 
race itself. . ‘ 

Mr. Boyd replied that he was 
opposed to the inclusion of hurdle 
races under any conditions. “ They 
are oneither one thing nor 
the other; they are. neither a 
test of a pony's jumping abilities 
{nor ‘a’ test of real horsemanship. 
| Almost withovf exception, they 
develop into a flat race witha few 
minor obstacles thrown in.” 

To the suggestion that stiffer 
hurdles might lead to jockeys 
taking a pull at their fences, Wn 
Boyd replied: “In all” hurdle 
events you will find most jockeys 
racing at the fences, in the hopes 
that their mounts will scramble 
through somehow.” 

Mr. Boyd -was then asked 
whether it would not be feasible 
to lay. out’ a permanent steéple 
chase course to: encourage local 
owners and jockeys to support'the 
jumping game. 

Mr. Boyd suggested that a course 
could be laid out at Happy Velley 
as follows. 

Start at the 34 mile post on the 
football ground (where 6 furlong 
races start at the Spring Meeting); 
jump the ditch by the path between 
the football ground and race-course, 
The inside of the race-course could 
be reached cither by a jump or by 
-removing-the-rails. A mud wall 
-could be erected near black rock 
and a stecple-chase _hurdle _by 
Wong-nei-cheong village. = A 
water-jump and a brick wall could 
also be included. Of course, ina 
race, the finish would: be on the 
course, proper, The main thing is 
‘to obtain a permanent schooling’ 
ground. : * 

Riders should be encouraged to 
take their ponies on the. course 
whenever it is feasible and so gain 
confidence. The system of keep- 
ing a steeplechase course as “holy 
ground” only to be jumped in 
races, is to be condemned. A 
young rider, just as muchas a pony, 
needs confidence. This can only 
be obtaiued by continued practice. 

Asked to give his views on the 
offer, through the columns of the 
China Mail, advice for the benefit 
of inexperienced riders, Mr. Boyd 
said: , : 

WALLS:—In- my opinion the 
walls should be built of. hard mud 
and should not be less. than.2’ 3” 
witha topping of kaoliang (cotton 
stalks) placed along “the centre. 
The width at the top should be 9”, 
the ditch on the landing side 3’ 6” 
wide. If the, walls are lower than 


‘| this and have no ditch on the land- 


ing side they become a source of 
danger. A pony, once having 
jumped such an obstacle, will 
Tealise that it isnot necéssary for 
him_even to change or alter his 
stride—the more so as he knows 
there is no ditch to fall into on the 
landing side. The consequence 
will be that he will, as often as not, 
take off with the wrong leg and 
land onthe wrong one. The take- 
off side should be slightly on the 
incline. 

For the benefit of those riders 
with limited experience, I would

WAS IT DESERTION? 


SOLDIER'S SURRRENDER. 


WALKED BACK FROM CANTON. 


— 


Attempted desertion and the 
loss by neglect of a greatcoat were 
the charges upon which Pte. 
R. G. Baker of the King’s Regi- 
ment, was presented, before a 
Disttict= Court’ Martial “held at 
‘Murray Barracks this morting-un- 
der the presidency of Major E. S, 
White, DSO, RASC. Thé 
other members of the Court were 
Capt. W. J. Howard, of the King’s 
and Lieut. A, Walsh ‘D.C.M., 
R.G.A, The accused pleaded “ not 
guilty " to the first charge and 

guilty” tothe second, . 

(Capt. W. A, Hannay M.C., pro- 
secuted and Lieut. C. P. Moore 

»C. appeared as counsel for the 
accused. ‘ 

The evidence for the prosecu- 
lion went to show that Baker 
absented himself: from Mt. Austin 
Barracks on September 15 and was 
not scen again until September 23 
when,at about 10,55 p.m. Provost 
Sergeant Fowler arrested him at 
the bottom of Garden Road not far 
from the barrack gate. The accus: 


ed was then ‘dressed in. civilidn |’ 


clothes, minus. headgear, cout and 
boots, An inspectionof his kit at 
Mt, Austin revealed that his 
¢reatcoat was missing, . 

To the Court, Baker, giving 
evidence on oath, explained that 
when he arrived back'in Hongkony 


in such a disgraceful condition that 
he thought itadvisable to remain 
absent until the streets were more 
orlessempty. Had he not stopped 
to speak to two soldiers of the 
King’s Regiment he would have 
beon inside the barracks and on-his 
way to the guard room to give him= 
self up at the time the Provost 
Sergeant arrested him. Prior to go- 
ing absent he had had no news 
from home for a considerable time 
and was in consequence very 
depressed. . 
Captain Hannay asked where the 
accused was returning from and 
Baker said he had come from Can- 
ton and Kowloon, He was under 
stood to say that he had walked 
from Canton and that this account- 
ed for the state his clothing was in. 
Private Owen and Lance Cor- 
poral Humphreys gave evidence 
that they encountered Baker at the 
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on September 23 his clothing was |-

If there 
was any doubt in the minds of the 
members of the Court they might, 
he suggested, find Baker guilty of 
the lesser offence of absence with 
out leave. 

Quoting from the “Manual of 
Military ‘Law, Captain: Hannay 


{surrendered was not proof by itself 
that he intended to return. It might 
be inferred, fur instance. that he 
\surrendered because he could not 
effect his contemplated escape. In 
this .case the accused was 
absent: for 8 days in Canton ‘in 
civilian clothes “and he sub- 
mitted. that ‘this - justified 
the charge of attempted desertion. 

The Gourt closed to cqnsider its 
verdict gnd then, apparently having 
found Baker guilty, called for 
evidenco of character, A statement 
put in by the prosecution disclosed 
that his age was 28, that he enlisted 
in 1919, and that a fairly long list 
of previous offences included 12 
convictions for, absence and two 
convictions for breaking out of 
barracks. 

The Court then closed again to 
consider its sentence.

WELCOME TO A NEW MEMBER. 

The ‘Chafrman welcomed to the 
Committee Mr, Tsuda who, he said, 
had recently come from the earth- 
quike district and who had already 
been of reat assistance to ‘the 
Conmittee ; also Mr, Botelho, who 
had joined the Committee to reprer 
sent the Portuguese Community, 
whos¢ members had collected 
substantial sums towards relief 
work. 

ACCOUNTS. 

The Chairman mentioned that 
the unexpended balance of the 
Relief Fund amounted at date to 
$134,000, As illustrating the need 
for continucd support of the Relicf 
Fund, the Chairman drew attention 
to the very interesting extracts 
published in. the Daily Press of 
Octoberg. There couldhe nothing 
more striking, he remarked, than 
the statement of Dr. Munro that his 
personal loss of 15 years of research 
work and property worth ¥50,000 
was trifling in comparison with the 
extent of the’ disaster which had 
overtaken his neighbours and the 
Japanese generally. 

KOBE SUB-COMMITTEE, 


The Chairman said that since the 
Jast. mecting the Committee had 
received a number of valuable 
messages from Mr. McArthur con- 
taining the suggestions of the Sub- 
Committee recently appointed on 
behalf of this Committee in Japan, 
* Telegraphing on September 3u 
Mr. McArthur sent the following

The Mayor of Yokohama in a 
tnessage asked for material such as 
timber and reofing sent ready for 
erection. Oa receipt of this 
request (said the Chairman) he 
consulted Mr, Tsuda who obtained 
the assistance of a Japanese 
architect and 8 carpenter who 
designed a type of hutment con- 
sidered suitable—about the size of 
an Army hut, and subdivided into 
rom partments, Four of these were 
constructed, between Satuydoy, 
September 29, and Tuesday, 
October 2, two at Kowloon Dock 
and two. at Taikoo Dock und 
they were shipped on the "Empress 

of Russia” which sailed on October 
4. 


Since then a request had been 
received for three-raomed huts te 
be used for housing students. Mr. 
Tsuda had sugested that these 
must be requested for primary 
school students, namely, children 
of the poorer class, as the needs of 
secondary school students would 
be met by the Japanese Govera- 
ment elsewhere than in Yokohama, 

The: Committee approved the 
dispatch of huts ii accordance 
with ‘this request and also ehe 
dorsed the action already taken in 
constructing the four barrack huts.

| The Chairman said he consulted 
the Hoa. Mr. Stephen. on this 
telegram. They considered that 
some money should be tele- 

eraphed as an ciracst of the 
Committee's sympathy, pending 
the receipt of Mre McArthur's 
letter. At this time, — also, 
there was received a letter from 
the Kobe Foreign Board of Trad 
stating that that * Namsang 
now lying at Yokohama, was act- 
jn as the distribution centre for 
stores being sent there. by the 
Relicf Committee. Under these 
‘dircumstances, and in’ view of the 
undoubted relief nature of the ex- 
pedition, the Board requested 
assistance from the Hongkong 
Relief Committee. It was felt that 
the Committee was. justified in 
making the grant of Yen 10,c00 
already tentatively offered and 
Mthis sum was telegraphed, also 
Yen 10,000 for the relief of British 
sufferers and Yen 10,000 for the 
relief of forcigners other thaa 
British, pending the submission to 
the Committee of the larger ques- 
tion of agrant of Yen 100,000, * 

The Committee approved the 
action taken, and it was agreed to 
await Mr. McArthur's letter, before 
considering further wrants.’ - 

The Chairman remarked that the 
Hongkong Committee had already 
contributed to the Kobe Relief 
Funds in kind to the extent of

NISSIN HUTS. 

The Kobe Foreign Board of 
Trade cabled on October 2, asking 
if Nissin Huts could be abfained 
to accommodate fifty men, alsa 
material and eyuipment for come 
munity kitchen, building and mess 
hall. to be used as quarters for 
foreign business men engaged in 
resuscitating business interests in 
Yokohama, ) :

RELIEF TO EUROPEANS, 


It was reported that_a letter, 
signed by cighteea European 
passengers on the ss,“ Dongola" 
who were given assistance in 
money and in kind wher ‘passing 
through Hongkong, had recently 
been — received. The vriters 
expressed their deep appreciation 
and very grateful thanks tO*the 
Committee for the very generous 
and thoughtful assistance afforded 
them while ia Hongkoog. They 
thanked those who had so 
generously subscribed to the fund 
and whose assistance was so ably 
administered by the Committee. 
The Singapore Chamber’ of Com- 
mercealso wrote acknowledging ree 
cecipt of acable from the Hongkong 
Relief Committee and stating 
that the Singapore Relief com- 
mittee had afforded to British re- 
fugees on board. 5.5. “ Dongola” 
such assistance as it lay in their 
power to give, A telegram similar 
tothe one received from Hongkong 
had been forwaysied to Colombo. 


CHINESE FUNDS, 


Mr. Ho. Kwong reported that 
the Chinese community had raised 
to date $36,000 and had spent on 
relief of Chinese refugees and in 
donaticns to Kobe funds $34,000 
plus $4,000 paid to boarding-houses 
About two hundred more refugees 
were expected but he thought 
sufficient funds would be available 
to, meet.: their. requirements a6 
collections were still being made, 
Mr. Ho. Kwong. supported the 
Chairman’s proposal that a letter 
of acknowledgment be sent to 
Messrs. Jack A Tai for their great 
assistance in the landing of Chin- 
ese refugees and in finding board- 
ing accommodation for them.

Men and women:will tatk. of any 
of the illnesses to which man is 
subjected with a notable frankness 
and operiness, but in speaking of 
those inflicted with insanity the 
voice is lowered and it {fs not 
thought considerate to the feelings 
of the relatives ta inquire after the 
progress of the patient. This 
atmosphere of secrecy, of obscurity, 
and of shame which surrounds the 
mental patient is, in my humble 
judgment, one of the greatest un- 
scientific barriers in the progress 
of care of mental disorders. . 

The public shrinks from the 
stigma of insanity; the public is 
less educated about insanity, and 
perhaps I may say that if your pro- 


fession is not more backward in| poo 


this branch of medical sefence, it 
is at any rate confronted with a 
longer vista of the’ unknown, and 
with perhaps greater complexities 
than exist in other branches of 
medicine. 

\E ythink. there would be few in 
this company to-night who would 
claim that you have much more 
than passed the fringe of know- 
ledge of the cause, prevention, and 
cure of insartity, of its acquisition, 
and of its hereditary transmission. 
One sces figures of astounding 


results obtained in America and]. 


other countries of the treatment of 
persons in mental -hospital. 

I use the term “mental hospitals” 
because I believe that the climina- 
tion of the word “lunatic asylum ” 
from our vocabulary would by its 
indirect effect upon the mind of the 
public be of great benefit to you in 
the attainment of your objects, On 
January 1 of this year we had 
126,000 persons notified insane and 
under care in England and Wales 
alone, an increase of 6,000 in the 
last three years, and of those about 
80 per cent. are cared for in public 
mental hospitals, It is difficult 
from such published figures as 
have been uble to obtain to say 
what the recovery rate is, hecause 
of readmission, but in any event 


.| over the last 10 years it is showing 


practically no improvement, and 
the cost to the public of this must 
beZenormous. . 

Apart from those who are re- 
uistered as certified insane, there 
must be enormous numbers, of 
which I have been unable to ascer- 
tain the figures, who are mentally 
afflicted-and who are'cared for—in 
the case of the wealthier classes of 
the community—or who are not 
sufficiently afflicted to enforce their 
certification and removal to a mente 
al hospital. 

CURABLE CASES, 

Sir Eric said a large proportion ! 
of these cases could be cured, and ' 
if real demonstrable figures could | 
be shown, he believed the Govern- 
ment and focal authorities would 
loosen their pursesstrings, not only 
on the, grounds of humanity but 
also of economy.

Nerve 
strain and nervous disorders 
accounted for another large pro- 
Portion, . 

The possibilities of investigating 
each on scientific lines were imit- 
ed by lack of funds, and the educ- 
ation of those responsible for the 
treatment of the insane was 
limited. They were 
forced to sit wiih folded hands ! 
trusting to Nature and a healthy 
environment to remedy what they 
knew could be remedied by 
scientific means.
